Tile tariff bills of the last congress are 
made the bnsis of the bills or bill 
which tile Democratic mein liers of til** 
ways and means committee w ill pre­ 
sent to the caucus when the extra ses­ 
sion meets. 
N aturally those bills lim 
to be adopted. 
The sa im* men who 
made them, with a few exceptions, are 
redrafting the tariff, and they adopted 
the same bills with a few minor modi­ 
fications. 
The committee did not revise the en­ 
tire tariff at tho last congress, but the 
bills which were reported and passed 
can be taken as a guide to the reduc­ 
tion which will be made all along the 
line. 
And the reductions are going to 
be something substantial from one end 
of the tariff to the other. 
Even the 
agricultural schedule w ill be cut down 
with the others, although some farm ­ 
ing constituencies are opposing any re­ 
duction. 


Stronger Road Movement. 
The advocates of good roads are go­ 
ing to make a stronger effort than ever 
before to secure the favorable action 
of congress toward spending money 
on rural [inst roads. 
A proposition Is 
being discussed looking to the coupling 
of a roadmaking measure with one to 
raise more money by Increasing the 
taxes on liquors and tobacco, tile money 
thus raised to be expended wholly for 
roads. 
If such a measure gets before 
congress it Is likely to obtain many 
votes. 
Will Be Free Lances. 
Notwithstanding that the olive branch 
was extended by the Republican sons 
tors to the Progressives the develop­ 
ments thus far show that the Frogres- 
j slves Intend to continue their iude- 
I pendent career.
